They shall 
also have full power, in all cases, to correet the tax and assess- 
ment roll, when it shall appear clear to them that any mistake 
has been made therein in the description of property, or in 
any other manner. 

This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after the first day of July, 1860: provided, that said city 
is not sooner consolidated with the cities of Auraria and High- 
land, under an act entitled “An Act to consolidate the cities 
of Auraria, Denver, and Highland,” approved Feb. 27, 1860.

CHAPTER LI. 
AN ACT to incorporate the Detroit Town Company. 
Be di enacted by the Governor and eels Assembly of the 
Territory of Kansas: 

.SgorION 1. A. Cutter, Samuel F. Tappan, John J. Ingalls, ~ 
M. R. Benton, W. J. King and A. Bartlett, their associates and 
successors, are hereby constituted-a body politic and corporate, 
by the name and style of the Detroit Town Company, and by 
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that name shall be competent to make contracts, to sue and be 
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sued in all matters whatsoever; said company is.authorized to - 


have and use a common seal, and alter-the same at pleasure, 
and to make such by-laws as may be deemed necessary for the 
government of said company and the management of its affairs. 

SEC. 2. The officers of said company shall consist of a 
president, secretary and treasurer, who shall be elected at the 
first meeting of the company, and shall hold their offices for 
the term of one year, and until their successors are chosen. 

SEC. 8. The corporation hereby created shall have power 
to purchase and hold any quantity of land in the territory of 
Kansas, where the town of Detroit, in Arrapahoe county, is 
now located, not to exceed six hundred and forty acres, and to 
lay off the same into parks, squares, blocks, lots, streets: 
avenues and alleys, and to sell, dispose of and convey the same 
by deed. . 

Sec. 4. Said company shall have power to pass by-laws 
regulating the time for its meetings and controlling the same; 
ard all deeds for the conveyance of the real estate of the company 
Shall be signed by the secretary and attested by the seal of the 


corporation; and when so signed, attested and acknowledged 
by the secretary as his free act, for‘'and in behalf of the com-. 
pany, shall be deemed and held sufficient to pass, all HM 


of the corporation in such real estate. = - 
. SEC, 5. The said company may, by by-laws, preseribe rules 
for the transfer. of stock and shares in said town, and shall 
_ have power to tax said shares and stock for the purpose of 
entering the land upon which the town is located, and for 
other general purposes. 

Sec. 6. "Thrée members of said company shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business, and all acts.done by 
them-shall be binding on the corporation. 

Src. 7. This act to take effect and be in force from and

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CHAPTER LII. © 
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Doniphan. 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Kansas: 


Section 1. All that district of country included within 
the following limits, to wit: Beginning at the north-east corner 
of the north-west quarter of section number four, (4) in township | 
number five south, in range number twenty-one (21) east; from 
thence south to the middle of the main channel of the Missouri 
river; thence down said river, in the middle of the main chan- 
nel thereof, to a point due south from the centre of section 
number eight, (8) in the township and range aforesaid; thence 
north to the north-west corner of the north-east quarter of 
“section number five, (5) in the township and range aforesaid; 
thence east to the place of beginning, is hereby incorporated 
as a city, under the name of the city of Doniphan, and the in- 
habitants thereof are hereby incorporated and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name and style of the city 
of Doniphan, and by that name they,and their successors shall 
be known in law, have perpetual succession, sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended, in all courts 
of law and equity, and in all actions whatsoever, may contract 
and be contracted with, may purchase, receive and hold prop- 
erty, both real and personal, within said city, and may sell, 
lease, or otherwise dispose of the. same for the benefit of the 
city; may purchase, receive and hold property, real, personal 
and mixed, beyond the limits of the city, to be used for the 
burial of the dead, for the erection of water works to supply 
the city with water, or for any other purpose designed for the 
general good of the inhabitants of the city, and may erect any 
buildings or other improvements for the purposes aforesaid, 
and may sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of such property for 
the benefit of said city, and may do all other acts as natural 

| persons, and may have and use a common seal, and alter the 
| same at pleasure. 

Src. 9, The corporate powers of said city shall be vested 
in a mayor and board of councilmen, who shall be chosen. as 
hereinafter direoted. i ; 

Src. 8. The board of councilmen shall consist of seven 
members, for the election ot whom, the city shall be divided 
into convenient wards by ordinance, which wards may be 
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altered from time to time, or new ones created, as the conven- 
ience of the inhabitants may require, and the councilmen shall 
be apportioned among the several wards, in proportion to the 
number of qualified voters in each ; but at the election of the 
first board of councilmen, the whole city shall vote for seven 
councilmen by general ficken 

SEO. 4. The councilmen shall be chosen by the qualified 
voters of the respective wards, and shall serve for the term of 
one year, and until their successors are elected and qualified ; 
shall be twenty-one years of age, citizens of the United States, 
and shall have resided in the city for at least thirty days next 
preceding their election; and whenever there shall be a tie in 
the election of councilmen, it shall be determined by the judges 
of the election in the ward where it shall happen by lot, and 
all vacancies shall be filled by election as. aforesaid, in such 
manner as shall be provided by ordinance: Provided, that 
until otherwise provided, in case of vacancy, the mayor shall 
issue his proclamation ordering an election, prescribing the 
time, place and manner of holding such election. 

SEG. 5. The board of councilmen shall elect their president, 


and all other officers, agents and servants of their board ; shall 


judge of the qualifications, elections and returns of deir own 
members; a majority of the "whole number shall constitute a 
quorum 4o do business, but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day, and may compel the attendance of absent 
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members, in such manner and under such penalties as the . 


board may provide; they may determine the rules and regu- 
lations of their proceedings, and punish members for disorderly 
conduct, and may, by a concurrence of two-thirds of their 
whole number, expel a member, but not à second time for the 
same offense, and they shall at any ‘time, upon the request of any 
member, cause the ayes and noes to be called and entered upon 
the journal, 

SEC. 6. The board of councilmen shall hold their meetings 
at such time and place, as shall be fixed by ordinance; but 
there shall not be exceeding six regular meetings in one year 
and they may adjourn their stated and other meetings from time 
to time, and mày by ordinance changé the times of holding their 
regular meetings. 

Suc. 7.' The mayor shall be dicii by ihe qualified vo- 
ters of the city; shall hold his office for the term of one year, 
and until his successor is duly elected and qualified; and when 
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two or more persons shall have an equal number of votes for 
mayor, the election shall'be determined by the board of coun- 
cilmen by lot. 

SEC. 8. The mayor shall be at least twenty-one years of 
age, a citizen of the United States; shall have resided in the 
city at least three months next preceding his election, and be 
otherwise qualified as in case of councilmen. 

Sec. 9. The mayor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the councilmen, shall have power to ‘fill all offices within the. 
city, which are not ordered by law or ordinance to be elected 
or otherwise appointed. The mayor shall take care that the 
laws of the territory and the ordinances of the corporation | 
are duly enforced within the limits of the city. Heshall have 
power, with the consent of the board of councilmen, to re- 
move from office any person holding office created by ordi- 
nance; to remit fines and forfeitures, to grant reprieves and 
pardons; he shall be a conservator of the peace within the 
city, and within the county in which the city is located; he 
shall have power to fill all offices which may become vacant 
(other than that of councilmen) until the end of the session of 
the board of councilmen; which shall occur next after such 
vacancy, he. shall from time to time give to the board of coun- 
cilmen information relative to the affairs of the city, and shall 
recommend to their consideration such measures as he shall 
deem expedient for the welfare of the city; he may, on ex- 
traordinary occasions, convene the board of councilmen by 
proclamation, stating to them when assembled the object for 
which they were convened; and shall have power, whenever 
he deems it necessary, to require any officer of the city to ex- 
hibit his accounts, books or other papers, and to make report 
in writing to the maydr and board of councilmen touching 
any subject or matter pertaining to this office. 

SEC. 10. When any vacancy shall happen in the office of 
mayor by death, resignation, absence from the city or removal 
from office, refusal to qualify or otherwise, or when the mayor 
Shall be a party interested; or put upon his trial for-any viola- 
tion of any law or ordinance, the president of the board of 
councilmen, for the time being, shall exercise the office of 
mayor until such vacancy shall be filled, or such disability be 
removed, or in case of temporary absence until the mayor 
shall return, and during the time he Bhall receive the same 
compensation as the mayor would have been entitled to; and

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in case of such vacancy other than a temporary absence or 
disability, the person exercising the office of mayor shall 
cause a new election to be held , giving ten days notice thereof 
by proclamation. à 

Sec. 11. The mayor and board of councilmen shall lays 
power by ordinance to levy and collect taxes not exceeding 
one-half of one per cent., upon all real and personal property 
in the city, and upon Ae rights or claims to any 
lots, lands, oro ther property within.the city, and all money on 
hand or on deposit, bills of exchange, bonds, notes and other 
securities held upon solvent persons or corporations, over and 
-above the just. debts or liabilities of the owner or holdér 
thereof, and upon all other property subject to taxation by 
law tor territorial or county purposes; to levy and collect a 
poll tax, not exceeding one dollar per annum, upon any free 
M pupa twenty-one and under fifty-five years of age : 
to levy and ‘collect a tax on dogs, not exceeding five dollars 
each per annum, and to providefor the granting of licenses to 
keep dogs within the city, if deemed proper; to prevent and 
remove nuisances; to establish night watches and patrols; 


erect lamps in the streets and light the same; to provide for - 


licensing, taxing and regulating auctioneers, merchants, gro- 


cers, confectioners, taverns, bankers, peddlers, brokers, dram- - 


shop keepers, liquor sellers, pawn brokers, ordinaries, shows 
and exhibitions for pay ; billiard tables, ball and ten pin alleys 
(or any number of pins the same may have), hacks, drays: 
wagons or other vehicles used in the city for pay; theatres: 
theatrical exhibitions for pay; to restrain, prohibit or sup- 
press tippling houses, dram shops, and the gale of spirituous 
liquors, ball and ten pin alleys, gaming and gaming houses, 
bawdy and other disorderly housesand all kinds of public in- 
decencies; to prevent riot and other disturbances of citizens ; 

to prevent the discharge of firearms, the unnecessary o 
riding or driving of any horse, mule or other animal; to es- 
tablish and regulate markets; to open, alter, cleanse, grade 
pave and keep in repair siceets, side walks, alleys, avenues, 
lanes, drains and levees; to supply the city with water; to 
provide for keeping and regulating standard weights and 
measures for the use of the city; to regulate the cleansing of 
chimneys, and fix the fees therefor; to provide for preventing 
and extinguishing fires; to regulate the size of brick to be 
made and used in the city; to provide for the inspection of 
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all kinds of produce, provisions, fuel, lumber and other ma- 
terials for building; and to defiré the weight and measure 
thereof, if sold or offered for salein the city; to regulate the 
storage of gunpowder and other combustible materials; to 
regulate and order the building of parapet walls and partition 
fences; to erect pumps in the streets and other places for the 
convenience of the inhabitants; to provide for the election of 
city officers and their compensation; for deciding contested 
Pad "8 elections; for removing officers of the city for misconduct, 
and for the appointment of officers not provided for in this 
charter; and fixing the duties and compensation of the same; 
to provide for taking the census of the city; to provide for 
the construction and repair of sidewalks, and for curbing and 
cleansing the same, at the expense of the owners, occu- 
pants or claimants, of the ground, or lot fronting ‘thereon, 
and in default of payment of the same and costs, to sell the 
property assessed; to regulate, restrain and prevent the erec- 
tion of wooden buildings in any part of the city ; and to regu- 
late and prevent the carrying on of manufactures dangerous 
in causing or producing fires; to make regulations to secure 
ee the general health of the city; to prevent the introduction or 
spread of -contagious or infectious diseases; and to make 
quarantine laws for this purpose, and to enforce the ‘same 
within five miles of the city, to erect, establish and regulate 
hospitals, work-houses, poor-houses, and all other necessary 
buildings for the use of the city; and to provide for the gov- 
ernment and support of the same; to borrow money on the 
TOP credit of the city, and to issue the bonds of the city for money 
nated, due or to become due; to appropriate money and to provide 
for the payment of the debts of the city; to provide for the 
improvement of public roads leading into the city, within five 
miles of the centre of the city; to regulate the police of the 
city, and to impose fines, forfeitures and penalties for the 
breach of any ordinance, and, also for the recovery and col- 
lection of the same, and in default of the payment of the 
same, to provide for confinement in the city prison or work- 
house, or at labor on the streets, or both ; and to pass all or- 
dinances that may become necessary to carry the provisions of 
[this] charter into full effect, and also to pass any ordinance 
usual or necessary for the well-being of the inhabitants, and 
to pass and provide for the enforcement of any and all ordi- 
nances which may be déemed right and proper, not inconsis- 
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tent with the Constitution of the United States, and the or- 
ganic act of Kansas Territory : “Provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to authorize the passage of

any ordinance which shall tax the wearing apparel, necessary _ 


tools or implements of any person used in carrying on his 
trade, or the books or drugs of any professional man, neces- 
_ sarily used in the exercise of his profession, or the imposition 
of any tax upon the government of the United States or the 
Territory of Kansas, or.the laying of any tax upon any exhi- 
bitions which are purely literary or artistic. 

Sec. 12. The mayor and council shall have’ power to ex- 


tend, open and widen any street, avenue, alley or lane, at their. 


discretion, at any place within the city, and to create or open 
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any new street, avenue, alley or lane, at their discretion, at any - 


place in the city; making, however, the person or persons who 
may be injured thereby, adequate compensation therefor, to 
be determined by the assessment of five disinterested house- 
holders of Kansas territory, not residents of the city, who shall 
be selected and compensated as may be prescribed ‘by ordi- 
nance, and who shall, in the discharge of their duties, act 
under oath, faithfully aud impartially to make the assessment 
to them submitted, considering the benefit resulting from as 
well as the loss sustained by the owner of the. property. 

Src. 18. Any ordinance passed by the board of council- 
men shall, before it becomes & law, be presented to the mayor 
for his approval; if he approves it, he shall sign it under his 
endorsement of approval;.if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to the board, who shall reconsider the same, and if, 
notwithstanding the objections of the mayor, it shall be passed 
by a majority -of the whole number of councilmen,.it shall 
become a law, and in all such cases the ayes and noes shall be

entered on the journal; and if any ordinance presented to the ` 


mayor for hi$ approval, shall not be returned to the board 
within three days after it has been delivered to the mayor, the 
same shall become a law, as fully as if he had signed it. 
SEC. 14. The style of all ordinances shall be, “Be it or- 
ained by the mayor and councilmen of the city of Doniphan,” 
and all ordinances shall, within one month after they are 
passed, be published in some newspaper printed in the city, or 
by ten written or printed handbills, posted up at.as many 
public places, or in pamphlet form, to be distributed or sold, 
as may be provided for by ordinance; Provided, however, that 
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the failure to publish any ordinance, as herein prescribed, shall 
not render void such ordinance. - 

SEC. 15. The mayor and councilmen shall appoint-a city 
register, who shall hold his-office for one year, and until his 
successor is appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed, 
who shall give bond, with sufficient security, to be approved 
by the mayor, in such sum as may be prescribed by ordinance, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties; he shall 
perform all the duties of clerk of the board of councilmen, 
shall keep a book or books, wherein shall be entered all the 
proceedings of the -city council, and all the records and ordi- 
nances thereof, which books shall be at all times open for the 
inspection of all citizens; and he shall preserve in his office 
all records, public papers, and documents belonging to the 
city, and shall perform such other duties as may be enjoined 
on him by ordinance; he shall also be the keeper of the seal 
of the city, and affix it to all papers and documents, as may 
be required by ordinance; Provided, he may perform all or 
any of his duties by deputy by him duly appointed, which 
appointment shall be approved by the mayor before it is per- 
fected; and all acts done by such deputy, shall be in the name 
of his principal, and such register shall be responsible for all 
the acts of his deputy.’ 

SEC. 16. The mayor, councilmen, and all other city officers, 
shall, before entering on the discharge of the duties of their 
several offices, take and subscribe an oath, before some officer 
duly qualified to administer oaths, to support the constitution 
of the United States, and to support and maintain the provi- 
sions of the act of congress organizing the territory of Kansas, 
and faithfully to discharge the duties of his office. 

Sec. 17. "The mayor and board of councilmen shall appoint 
a marshal, who shall hold his office for one year, and until his 
successor shall be appointed and qualified, who shall possess 
the same qualifications of other city officers; he shall, before 
entering on the discharge of his duties, enter into bonds to the 
city of Doniphan, in such sum and with such securities as may 
be prescribed by ordinance, or such as may be required by the 
mayor, conditioned that he will faithfully account for all 
moneys which may come into his hands, by virtue of his office, 
which bond shall be filed and recorded in the office of the city 
register; he shall execute all writs or process directed to him 
by the mayor, or any justice of the peace, or other judicial 
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officer, and return the same, according to the commands of 
such writs and process, within the limits of the city; he shall 
be collector of the city revenue, and shall perform all such 
other duties as may be prescribed by ordinance, and” shall also 
possess all the power of a constable, and. he shall be entitled 
to the same fees as the constable of the several townships may 
be entitled to by the laws of the territory; Provided; that all 
writs in the hands of said marshal, for the arrest of any person 
charged with the violation of the ordinances of said city, may 
be executed in any part of the county in which the city of 
Doniphan is situated. 

Sec. 18. When any real estate, or possessory right or claim 
to any lot or land, shall be sold for taxes, the owner thereof 
may redeem the same at any time within two years, by paying

to the purchasers the full amount of the purchase money, and . 


all taxes subsequently paid thereon, and all costs and charges 
thereon, ad vith twenty per centum per annum on the 
same. . 

SEC. 19. The mayor:shall publish, or cause to be pùb- 
lished, on the first day of March in each year, a full and com- 
plete statement of all moneys received and expended, which 
statement shall be published for three successive weeks in each 


year, in some newspaper published in said city of Doniphan,- 


. Or by ten written or printed handbills, set up in as many pee 
lic places in the city. — 

Sec. 20. The mayor and board of councilmen, and other 
‘city officers, shall receive such conipensation or faces for their 
services as may be prescribed by ordinance. : 

SEC. 21. The mayor and board of councilmen: shall have 
power to organize fire companies in the city, and to pass or- 
dinances governing and controlling the samé ; and the mem- 
bers of such companies shall be exempt from military duties

to qualify and to record as aforesaid, shall be deemed a refusal 
to accept; and the mayor shall be authorized to administer 
oaths and affirmations, to take depositions and the acknowl- 
edgment of deeds, mortgages, and other instrüments of writing 
affecting the titles of lands in the territory, and certify the 
same under the seal of the city, which shall be received ‘as 
good and valid throughout the territory. 

SEC. 26. The mayor and marshal are authorized and em- 
powered to call upon every male inhabitant over the age of

All claims and demands against the city shall be 
audited by the city council, upon days to be designated for the 
purpose, at least as often as once in three months, Al) claims 
must be presented in writing, verified by oath of claimant that 
the same is true and just to the best of his knowledge. They

At least two weeks before Thursday, in the 
second week prior to the annual charter election, the city coun- 
cil shall cause a notice to be published in the official newspaper, 
and the publieation to be continued for two weeks, that, upon 
such Thursday, it will meet for the purpose of auditing all 
claims and demands against the city, which have not been 
audited. Upon such Thursday the city council shall ` meet, 
and proceed to audit all claims against the city which may be 
presented, and to make provisions for the payment of all such 
as it shall have allowed, and of all portions of claims which it 
has allowed.

Be it enacted by [the] Governor and aca Assembly of the 
Territory of Kansas :- 
Relating tocon: — SEOTÍON 1, That the city council of Lain city shall 
"have full power to convey to purchasers all -property hereto- 
fore or which may hereafter be sold for the. non-payment. of 
any taxes or assessments due thereon, when the owners of said.
